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PTA Herd Life: New Way Look Longevity 


The following article was written 
Kelm and Freeman from 
Iowa State University. 


Increased profitability has always 
been the goal the dairy producer. 
However, has never been more 
critical than the Survival 
today depends the dairy producer’s 
ability improve his operation’s effi- 
ciency and look things new 
way. Benchmarks productivity, 
such rolling herd average, are 
being supplemented figures more 
relevant individual cow profitabil- 
ity, such production per day life 
(PPD). 

Obviously, statistic such PPD 
highly dependent two things: 
production ability and the number 
days that cow has the opportunity 
express that production ability, 
herd life. (Herd life would roughly 
equated with functional correctness, 
not dependent production. This 
concept will expanded upon more 
little later.) Both production ability 
and functional type need em- 
phasized. Neither high producer 
that survives only one lactation, nor 
marginal producer that lives for 
many years, are great value the 
producer. 

While both production ability and 
herd life need considered, pro- 
duction has been much easier 
accurately address. Milk production 
can recorded daily, monthly 
lactational basis. Today’s animal 
breeding methodology, i.e. the Ani- 
mal Model, the 
supercomputers, and widespread use 
DHIA information gathering 
tool has allowed select those 
animals which are superior for pro- 
duction traits. contrast produc- 
tion traits, herd life once-in-a- 
lifetime measure. clear methodol- 
ogy has existed for selection for herd 
life trait measured early life. 
Most selection done the past relat- 
ing phenotypic traits has been 
linked more the merchandising 
registered animals than the overall 
function the cow. 


Selection options... 

How about selecting ani- 
mals for herd life? The American 
Guernsey Association came Dr. 
Bevin Harris and Dr. Gene Freeman 
Iowa State University with just 
such question. Several methods 
were considered. the past, was 
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thought that the breeding animals 
that would closely resemble “true- 
type” models would insure long last- 
ing cows. true, this would mean 
that could use one measure, PTAT, 
indication probable herd life. 
However, numerous studies have 
demonstrated that there little cor- 
relation between final score and lon- 
gevity. This suggests that there has 
not been emphasis the correct 
traits. 

Another option would simply 
selecting sires whose daughters lived 
the longest. This choice, known 
direct selection, not feasible, how- 
ever, due the tremendous time lag. 
bull that had his first production 
proof would not receive herd life 
value until many years later when his 
progeny would have had the chance 
complete their time the herd. 
breeder needs this herd life informa- 
tion when the bull first released 
use herd life selection its fullest 
potential. 

method indirect selection, de- 
veloped Dr. Keith Boldman and 
Dr. Freeman Iowa State, was cho- 
sen Harris eliminate the time 
delay caused the direct method. 
This method utilizes the linear type 
traits scored Guernsey cows. 
Currently, type traits are scored: 
six traits broadly describe body char- 
acteristics, seven traits describe the 
udder, and two traits describe the 
feet and legs. Traits are listed under 
their appropriate heading Table

These traits are scored 50- 
point continuous scale, and allow 
accurately pinpoint cow’s weak- 
nesses and strengths. These 
are used determine the cows final 
score. noted earlier, final score 


and longevity have low correlation. 
However, numerous studies have 
shown strong relationships between 
longevity and several the linear 
type traits. other words, while 
obvious that final score has little 
with herd life, number the 
traits that are used compute final 
score have great deal with how 
long cow survives the herd. 


Preliminary studies... 

The study Iowa State started 
looking past performance the 
Guernsey breed relative herd life. 
Initial studies examined production 
data from nearly 40,000 registered 
and grade cows sired over 500 
different bulls. Obviously, not all 
the cows included could have com- 
pleted their herd life. Herd life was 
calculated month herd life, 
not penalize those animals which 
were still producing their respec- 
tive herds. All animals included 
the study had the opportunity 
survive least months. addi- 
tion, herd life month basis 
was considered, but due low cow 
numbers within this older group, only 
month herd life was evaluated. 

Records were examined find the 
answers many preliminary ques- 
tions: Does the length herd life 
differ between grade and registered 
cows? How dependent produc- 
tion were these figures? herd life 
the same trait each stage life, i.e. 
the same traits and genes have the 
same effect herd life 4-years-old 
versus 6-years-old? what degree 
are the traits related each other? 
The answers these questions may 
answer future progress possible, 
and the progress will uniform 
across the breed. 

Some rather interesting trends 
seemed appear when answering 
these preliminary questions. Herd 
life (48 months) registered Guern- 
sey cows and all Guernsey cows were 
compared. Average month herd 
life was higher for registered cows 
than for all cows, 1,431 days com- 
pared 1,333 days. Furthermore, 
registered cows showed much less 
variation this number com- 
pared all cows. This would suggest 
that herd life dependent differ- 
ent things according registry sta- 
tus. 


Herd life considered inde- 
pendent trait... 


The question, ‘How dependent 
production herd life?’ para- 
mount importance work this 
nature. Two terms frequently used 
this area are true herd life (THL) 
and functional herd life (FHL). Val- 
ues for THL represent both voluntary 
and involuntary culling. Voluntary 
culling viewed culling primarily 
due low production. contrast, 
FHL represents involuntary culling 
only. this preliminary work, THL 
was found have high correlation 
with all production traits, with FHL 
having much lower correlation. 
Ideally, herd life would used 
some form index, where weight 
given both production and herd 
life, with each independent the 
other. Therefore, use FHL would 
desired has been corrected 
remove this production influence. 

You may asking, “Isn’t this what 
want, increased herd life 
result higher production?” The 
answer yes and no. Many traits 
that are associated with high pro- 
duction are not necessarily associ- 
ated with longer herd life. good 
example would udder depth. While 
deeper udders are associated with 
higher production, they are also more 
susceptible injury and mastitis, 
thus reducing overall herd life. 
result, FHL and THL will weight this 
trait differently. The use FHL 
real life example compromise 
between production and longevity. 


Individual Traits Related Herd 
Life... 

stated earlier, the type traits 
are scored continuous scale. 
The move this method scoring 
allows the evaluation each trait 
terms degree rather than desir- 
ability. other words, the cow tells 
how she looks instead telling 
her how look. Each these traits 
was examined separately their re- 
lation functional herd life. Some 
the findings may surprise you, but 
keep mind that these are results 
utilizing the actual linear scores 
the Guernsey cows used the herd 
life study. Data was provided the 
American Guernsey Association. 

should come shock any- 
one that the seven traits that de- 
scribe udder characteristics are 
great importance functional herd 
life. However, that not say that 
high scores are the optimum each 
these traits. One must keep 
mind the discussion above about the 
compromise between production and 
longevity. For example, back 


udder depth. While deep udders are 
associated with higher production, 
shallower udders are associated with 
longer herd life. should seem obvi- 
ous that udders medium depth are 
necessary achieve both produc- 
tion and longevity. Most the udder 
traits follow the same logic, with 
mid-range score being optimal. Two 
traits that not follow this trend are 
front teat placement and udder cleft. 
both these cases, herd life gen- 
erally increases with increases the 
linear scores these traits. sum- 
mary, the data from the Guernsey 
cows tells that udders that are 
adequately attached, with intermedi- 
ate udder depth, sound cleft and 
good teat placement are conducive 
long herd life. 

The six traits that describe body 
characteristics, general, not 
correspond well with past breeding 
goals relating “true type” model. 
The most obvious example this 
stature. There clear evidence from 
this and past studies indicating that 
tall cows are liability terms 
herd life. Again, intermediate 
stature relates longer herd life. 
Another trait that differs from past 
breeding efforts rump angle. Scores 
which are low, indicating slope the 
rump, are optimal terms func- 
tional herd life. Dairy character 
obviously desirable trait, although 
cows which are scored extremely high 
this category tend too frail for 
survival the long-term. The other 
traits describing body characteris- 
tics, including strength, body depth, 
and width, follow trends similar 
udder traits, i.e. extremes either 
direction these traits tend re- 
duce herd life. 

The linear scores for the two re- 
maining traits, foot angle and rear 
legs-side view, indicate that cow 
with moderate set the hock has 
advantage herd life, while only 
extremes foot angle, i.e. very steep 
very low, will cause decrease 
expected herd life. 

note caution the breeder, 
the above traits were considered one 
time their individual contri- 
bution herd life. However, you 
must consider how these traits are 
related each other before selection 
can begin. The relationships these 
traits taken account PTA 
(predicted transmitting ability) herd 
life and explained the next section. 


PTA Herd Life... 
With answers from this initial work, 
the larger job establishing sys- 


tem weights for each the linear 
type traits was undertaken. Linear 
scores the type traits from over 
4500 registered Guernsey cows were 
used this work. 

Obviously, some type traits listed 
the above section have much more 
with herd life than others. How- 
ever, these traits are not indepen- 
dent each other. For example, 
strength fore udder attachment 
and udder depth are highly geneti- 
cally correlated with each other. 
you select for one, you automatically 
get the other some degree. This 
degree the genetic correlation be- 
tween the traits. Therefore, when 
going about establishing which traits 
should given more weight, these 
relationships between traits must 
taken into account. For this, and 
other reasons, all traits were taken 
into account. 

The method how the weights are 
established for each type trait rather 
complex and will not elaborated 
more upon this time. (Details 
this work can found the Journal 
Dairy Science, Vol. 75, pages 2008- 
2016.) short example will serve 
illustrate how these weights work 
calculate PTA herd life.
